I 
was Interested In tho batting form of 
the players, and especially did I watcli 
the batting of Fred Luilerus, 


"I noticed Cor one thing that Luderus 


ivas taking too long a stride In meet- 
iiitf the ball—that Is, what would have- 
been .considered too long (rom ft golQng 
sutndpotnl. As a result ho was cither 
hitting the ball for aTi exceptionally 
long drive or else he was bitting feeble 
Ilius to the infield. Tho effect was that 
ho wns dropping Ills left shoulder, a 
fault which- In golf is fatal. -This 
caused him to hit under the ball anil 
consequently to lift short flies to the 1 
Inflold. . 
• 


' "I talked to Moran and Luderus and 
suggested tho player shorten Ills stride 
a bit In stepping forward, to.'meet the 
ball. Ho agreed to do so, and the re- 
sult was Highly beneficial. 
As a re- 


sult he hit' .315 Jor the 101G"season, 
whereas thc.ycar before he-hit but .MS. 
I Can't say whether'-the facto nrc'co- 
rolated, but I do Uuow that they ar*i 
facts. I take it that Evans will help 
the Chicago club materially If ho :cnn 
add better than sixty points .to the 
batting average of any member of the 


clnb." 


Another golf expert .who beUerefl 


that Evans will be ot great help-to tho 
Cuba U John O. Anderson. 
Sayi An- 


derson: 


"Have you ever stopped to conilder 


the likenesses of the two strokes which 
are made by the 'golfer and the base- 
ball player? Both have the left ahoul- 
der up; both u»e the right hip as a le- 
ver; both have the'same roll of the fore- 
arm*. The slight dtflcreocei show that 
in the distribution., of,-weight.th» b*ae- 
ball player invariably keeps hlx Trelfht 
on the right foot until the ball, la met, 
when the weight of course shifts to Ule 
left 


"In golf the big majority of golfers 


have the weight on the right foot, and 
in the swing the same change Is made. 


"It will bo noccd that In baseball u 


hi golf the right hand gets in the heavy 
artillery. work. 
At''College we "were 


taught In bunting to hold the bat light- 
ly between the fingers of the right 
hand and to let the loft hand turn, the 
bat to the right or left aa the occasion 
demanded for direction. In.- golf, too, 
we have been taught that the left hand 
is a potent direction aid. 
"Then In the mutter of head move- 
ment there is much the same doctrine. 
The ball player's bead turns forward 
at tho'crack.of the ball, and so does the 
goiter turn his head. The movement' 
o£ tho1 latter docs not seem so rapid a» 
thnt of : the baseball player because 
the cinb head has had such a start that 
it is a. few feet forward before the 
bend is physically able to turn .toward 
the direction o£ the bnll's flight 


"Golfers who have watched ball play- 


ers huvo noted tho change in the pos- 
ture of many. 
Instead of standing 


with two feet together at the plate 
there has come the; tendency to have' 
the £eet sot npnrt ut the start, with a 
fair distribution of weight as. the oc- 
casion demanded. 
And It has been 


noted, too, that the foot action stances 
of tile batters are changed for a right 
or left field smash, us. do the golfers 
wuqn a pull or slice is needed.
